I would like to talk to you first 


about what ordination means. 
Some of us have a thought that 
only preachers are ordained. We 
feel, therefore, that all the gospel 
gotten out has to be done by 
preachers. “If Il help pay the 
preacher, then I have fulfilled all 
my duties,” you say. How many 
people are there in this church 
who have no real sense of respon- 
sibility for anything except the 
budget? That is a sad thing. 
But many Christians, in many 
churches, have an idea: “If I go 
to church occasionally, if I put 
something in the offering, then I 
have done my part.” No! No! 
That is not true. Here the Scrip- 
ture says, “I beseech you there- 
fore, brethren [plural], by the 
mercies of God, that ye present 
your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, 
acceptable unto God, which is 
your reasonable service, And be 
not conformed to this world, but 
be ye transformed by the renew- 
ing of your mind,‘that ye may 


prove what is that good, and ac- 
ceptable, and perfect, will of 
God.”’ 


_ What Ordination Means 


What is ordination? First of 
all, it is a public setting apart 
to a particular job. In the book 
of Acts. chapter six, seven deacons 
were set apart. Some men were 
needed to help the apostles. The 
apostles said, ‘We cannot always 
be carrying potatoes {to the 
widows; we cannot get around 
to everybody. Already the Hellen- 
istic Jews are complaining that 
their widows are neglected.’ So 
they said, “Look ye out among 
you seven men of honest report, 
full of the Holy Ghost and wis- 
dom, whom we may appoint over 
this business’ (Acts 6:3). They 
are not there called deacons, but 
We would count them so. They 
were servants of the church who 
worked under the direction of the 
apostles. But it turned out that 
these men, full of the Holy Ghost 


and wisdom, became preachers. 
The Scripture says in I Timothy 
3:18 that a good deacon earns a 
right to do more than a deacon. 
A good deacon often turns out to 
be a preacher. It was so about 
Philip. He went down to Samaria 
and made a great evangelist. There 
was Deacon Stephen. People 
could not resist the wisdom and 
power with which he spake. Ste- 
phen was the first Christian mar- 
tyr in the book of Acts, after the 
crucifixion of Christ. So ordina- 
tion means setting apart to a par- 
ticular jéb. In the of 
deacons, it was, first, a matter 
of waiting on the poor, and work- 
ing under the direction of the

In ‘another case, Paul tells us 
that there are ordained elders in 
every church. Now some Baptists 
think that if a man is ordained 
as a deacon, he is just ordained 
a deacon, and that his main job 
is to boss the pastor around, and 
that he is ordained for life. But 
in recent decades, among Baptists, 
we have come to see that many 
a man-who in one church was 
ordained as a deacon, does not

A WELL - -. 
A WOMAN - - 
A WORLD

But in 
time of Christ there were no 
radios and no newspapers. How- 
ever, one of the best places to hear 
the news was at the town well. 
People gathered there and daily 
listened to the events of the world 
as they passed from lip to lip. In 
the Bible days the well was a very 
important place. 

Now let us stop by one of these 
wells today and listen in to a 
certain conversation, This well is 
in Samaria, near the little city of 
Sychar. It was digged many years 
before by Jacob. As we stand by 
the well we see Jesus and His 
disciples approach, He looks worn 
and tired. When He gets to the 
well He sits down upon the curb 
to rest and sends the disciples into

why does she come to the well at 
this hour? 


I, The Samaritan Sinner 

It was not the custom of 
women to come to the well 
midday. They came to the well 
early in the morning and in the 
evening to draw water. Why, then 
does she come at this time? She 
came along for another purpose. 
I fear she was not a good woman. 
Long ago she had sold her virtue 
as merchandise in the market of 
lust, and it is possible that she 
came seeking a man. Perhaps she 
was plying her trade, engaged in 
the oldest profession in the world. 

Yet the worst sinners often 
long for a better life. They have 
gone down the whole way of sin 
~— they know that sin does not 
pay and does not satisfy. They 
long for something that really 
satisfies. They need Christ more 
than anything else. It is often 
easier to reach a poor deep-dyed 
sinner than a self-righteous, nioral 
sinner. The poor sinner knows

fit into another situation, and so 
now in many Baptist churches 
down in the South there are dea- 
cons who are not used as active 
deacons. So being a deacon is 
being set aside to a certain work. 

Here is Brother Bill Mann, who 
feels the call of God to the minis- 
try; in his case, as in every case, 
to a particular kind of a minis- 
try. Your pastor feels a special 
call to the pastorate as a minis- 


try. I feel a special call as an 
evangelist in great union cam- 
paigns. Brother Bill Mann feels 


called as an evangelist and as a 
promoter of evangelism. He will 
often be preaching the gospel and 
helping anywhere he can. But 
he has a particular kind of call- 
ing. There are some preachers 
who are ordained, but who feel a 
special call as missionaries, There 


are some preachers among our 
Southern Baptists who feel a 
special] call as editors. Don't you 
see, then, that whatever it is 


ordination means setting apart 
to the Lord's special work. 

Here is an interesting thing 
In the Old Testament they had 
much the same kind of ordination, 
though it was not called ordina- 
tion. Isaac put his hands upon 
Jacob and gave him the birth- 
right. Isaac put his hands upon 
Esau and gave him a blessing 
also. Jacob put his hands upon 
Joseph's two sons, guiding his 
hands wittingly, and pronounced 
a certain blessing on them. It 
could not have been anything less 
than that God gave him author- 
ity to, in some sense, transmit the 
power of the Holy Spirit and 
anoint them with a-certain kind 
of ability for certain things, as 
setting them apart for certain 
things. 

When we come into the New 
Testament, in the eighth chapter 
of Acts, we find that there was 
a great revival at Samaria. Phil- 
ip got people converted and bap- 
tized. Then they sent for Peter 
and John, who, when they were 
come down, prayed for them, that 
they might receive the Holy 
Ghost. And they laid their hands 
on them, and they received the 
Holy Ghost. Now in a .certain 
sense, these individual laymen 
got a part of what a preacher 
needs and should get. They got 
set apart for soul-winning. They 
were already converted. They had 
already believed in Christ. They 
had alreadly been baptized, but 
they needed the power of God to 
win souls. The apostles laid their 
hands on them and they received 
the power of the Holy Ghost, 
then went out to win souls. 

Again, in the nineteenth chap- 
ter of Acts, Paul came to Ephesus, 
and finding certain disciples, said 
unto them, “Have ye received the 
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Holy Ghost since ye believed?” 
And they said, “We have not so 
much as heard whether there be 
any Holy Ghost.” And he said 
unto them, “Unto what then were 
ye baptized? You should have 
understood that.” They said, 
“John’s baptism.” Paul said, 
“There was nothing wrong with 
John’s baptism, but you should 
have understood that when you 
laid yourself on the altar, you laid 
yourself out for service.” Any- 
body who is baptized and does 
not understand by that baptism 
that the old man is supposed to be 
dead and buried and a new man 
raised up to live a new life for 
God, a resurrected life, has miss- 
ed the point of baptism. Our 
Baptis} people are. wrong if they 
think that all that is important 
about baptism is how much watel 
is used. No, far more important 
is that only the saved are to be 
baptized, Then baptism ought to 
mean what is is supposed to mean 

we are buried with Christ in 


baptism. Like as Christ was 
raised up from the dead, so we 
shall be raised up to live new 


lives for Him, 


Baptism means a transformed 
life. It means what Romans 12:1, 
2 means—-giving one’s self up to 
live or die for Jesus. Every 
Christian who rises from a watery 
grave ought to feel that he has 
laid down his life for God, has 
followed Jesus in the likeness ol 
His death; now he will follow Him 
in the likeness of His resurrected 
life. He ought to feel that he is 
raised up to live for Jesus now, 
that he is a new creature, a resur- 


rected person. He ought to say, 
“That is my will, at least; that 
is my choice, at least. And I will 


reckon myself dead to sin.” 

So, in a sense, every Christian 
has the same obligation. I know 
that God wants men to take 
places that He does not want 
women to take. Yes, it igs true 
that God wants the pastor of a 
church to take a place that He 
does not want the deacons to take. 
But in a sense God has the same 
kind of ordination for every Chris- 
tian. He wants you to lay your 
life on the altar, He wants to fill 
you with the Holy Spirit. 

What happened to those Chris- 
tians in Samaria when Peter and 
John came and put their hands 
on them? They were filled with 
the Holy Spirit. And then, in Acts 
chapter nineteen, when Paul said 
to these people ‘You need to be 
filled with the Spirit,’ and laid his 
hands on them, they received the 
Holy Ghost and they spoke for 
God and had God's power. Like 
that, every Christian ought to 
have the power of God. When we 
prayed and laid our hands on 
Brother Bill Mann a bit ago, it 
meant this: that God is supposed 


to give some special gift, the 
power of the Spirit, a certain 


anointing, a certain preparation. 
Paul said, “Timothy, neglect not 
the gift that is in thee, which was 
given thee by prophecy, with the

If I may be allowed, I would 
modestly say a personal word 
about myself. Brother Hayes said 
awhile ago, “I do not see how 
Brother Rice gets so much done.” 
Sometimes I am amazed at God’s 
mercy on me, preaching as often 
as I do, and, Brother Hayes, as 
long as I do! And preaching as 
fast as I do! When taken down 
for THE SWORD OF THE LORD, 
my sermons, on an average, run 
twice as long as others. I preach 
longer than other people, and a 
good deal faster, making up in 
quantity perhaps what is lacking 
in quality. Dr. Robert G. Lee’s 
and Dr. Bob Jones’ sermons are 
about the length of mine, but no- 
body else’s. There is a sense in 
which God gives the preparation 
and a special anointing on all my 
writing and preaching. It is a 
heavenly enabling that is not 
mine. God brings to mind the 
Scriptures. I have studied; I 
have prepared; I have laid myself 
on the altar. So it is the work 
of the Spirit of God. This is a 
certain divine ordination, a cer- 
tain divine enabling and empow- 
ering and provision that helps me. 


Brother Bill, if you seek with 
all your heart the power of God, 
you may expect that, too. I say 
to you as Paul said to Timothy, 
“Don’t you neglect what you have 
gotten this morning.” Perhaps it 
was only potential. I mean, it 
was not actually through my 
hands or through Brother Hayes’ 
hands, but I know that God has 
offered the enabling and empow- 
ering that was represented by our 
laying on of hands this morning, 
to Brother Bill Mann, and he 
ought to claim and ought to beg 
God all the time for it. And that 
is what other Christians ought 
to do. 

I had noticed it before, but a 
remarkable and happy thing came 
to me with fresh power this morn- 
ing. In I Timothy the third chap- 
ter the Scripture says, “if a man 
desire the office of a bishop, he 
desireth a good work.” More wil 
be said about that in a moment. 


Then certain requirements are 
given. Almost _letter-for-letter, 
almost word-for-word God _ re- 


quires just as much of a deacon 
as He does of a preacher. A 
preacher can have only one wife, 
you deacons cannot have more 
than one either! The Scripture 
says, “Likewise must the deacons 
be grave, not duubletongued, not 
given to much wine, not greedy 
for filthy lucre...ruling their 
children and their own houses 
well.” Everything God requires of 
a preacher, he requires of a deacon. 
And the meaning here is that in 
some sense God does not require 
any more of Brother Haves than 
He requires of any member of his 
church, In some sense, any Sun- 
day School teacher ought to live 
as does Brother Hayes, with his 
whole life laid out for God. Any 
member of this church ought to 
be as anxious to get people con- 
verted as is the pastor. There is 
the same kind of requirement for 


pastor as for deacon and for 
others. 
Ordination, then, means _ set 


apart for God, In Bible times a 
preacher was ordained and a dea- 


con was ordained. Then the apos- ) 


tles laid their hands on others 
and they were filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and they spoke for God 
and won souls, too—not as preach- 
ers, but as laymen or laywomen, 
as individuals. We have the same 
kind of a call, the same kind oi 
enabling, the same kind of duty 
for every Christian, everywhere. 
That is what ordination means. 
This man is set apart in a particu- 
lar sense for the ministry, for a 
public ministry. 

Some of you are not set apart 
for a public ministry, but you are 


set apart for the Word of God, 
set apart for soul-winning--if you 
are what you ought to be. This 


morning I wish that we might 
have an ordination service for ev- 
ery Christian here. I wish in that 
ordination service that this good 
pastor could go from one to the 
other as you might kneel 
up and down these aisles and that 
he could lay his hands on every 
one: “O God, anoint this woman 
for her Sunday School class! O 
30d, anoint this boy to go get his 
boy friend. O . God, anoint this 
business man to make him a soul- 
winning, Spirit-filled Christian!”’ 
Maybe sometime you ought to 
have such a service. But certain- 
ly, the truth of it is theré, that 
every Christian needs the divine 
enabling and ought to have che 
same kind of a holy heart-search- 
ing, a giving up of themselves. 
Brother Mann used to be an 
aeronautical engineer. He once 
was on the point of getting a con- 
tract for $40,000 a year. God, 
I think, interferred with those 
plans because He had better plans. 
But what I am saying is, there 
was a time when Bill Mann could 
think about that $40,000 a year, 
but he can’t now. The Scripture 
says that he is not to have his 
mind on filthy lucre. But there 
is a sense in which every Chris- 
tian here is going to have to say, 
“I am bought; | am not my own; 
I am no more my own boss. Mak- 
ing money? That is for’ the 


world, A Christian is to put 
Jesus first, and souls first. I am 
bought with a price. I do not be- 


long to myself. I cannot seek 


my own.” Brother Bill Mann took

God Wants Only Volunteer 
Service 


Notice here that the Scripture 
indicates that any kind of service 


for God needs to be volunteer 
service—not draft, not selective 
draft, not conscription, No! It 


needs to be volunteered. “I be- 
seech you therefore, brethren,” 
Paul says, “I beseech you.” You 


know, love cannot be coerced. 
Some nice fellow may come along 
with his trap and grab you. by 
your hair and drag you off—that 
does not make you love him. No, 
there is a better way to get a 
bride. In spite of all the funny pa- 
pers, that is not the way. Love has 
to be besought. And so Paul 
says, ‘I beseech you _ therefore 
brethren—On what ground? On 
the ground of the mercies of 
Christ—-that you present your 
bodies.’ 

Brother Bill, today I beseech 
you-—-my brother, my fellow-help- 
er, my partner in this work—l 
beseech you by the mercies of 
Christ, and by the forgiveness of 
your sins, by the peace that is in 
your heart, by the good wife 
whom God has given you, by the 
lovely children, by the place ot 
service, by the joy He has given, 
by all His provision—by these 
mercies of God I beseech you, 
Brother Bill, that you lay your life 
on the altar and say, “To live or 
die, Jesus—-you can have me.” 
You see, it is volunteers whom 
God wants. 


I think I was called to preach 
by the time I was born, maybe 
before, but I did not quite inter- 
pret it rightly. There was a holy 
something, there was an urge I 
could never get away from. il 
know now that it was the call of! 
God. I thought that you have to 
wait until God whips you into it. 
But later I found that God does 
not want people whipped into the 
ministry. As soon as He quit 
whipping, we might quit preach- 


ing. I have known so many peo- 
ple to say: “Yes Lord, I will 
preach.” When some of your 


loved ones die and the Lord puts 
His thumb on your throat and 
gets you down, you say, “All 
right; all right—I will preach.” 
But as soon as the pressure is re- 
moved, then you start selling in- 
surance or you get a job down at 
Reynolds Tobacco Company, o1 
you are a Masonic lecturer, or you 
begin teaching school. No, the 
kind of service God wants is laid 
on the altar freely in loving pre- 
sentation. 

Did you know that this busi- 
ness of preaching the gospel, this 
matter of being called to preach, 
has often been misinterpreted be- 
cause it is a matter of faith? 
Without faith it is impossible to 
please God. Whatsoever is not 
of faith is sin. Brother Hayes, it 
is true that God put it in your 
is true 
God moved upon you so you felt 
you must preach. [If have no 
doubt you did have what we would 
call a definite call to preach. But, 
Brother Hayes, most of that call 
was inside, in a certain longing 
and urgency. I suspect you were, 
as I was, tintid; maybe you felt, 
“I do not know whether I can 
preach”; maybe you said, “Oh. 
but I hate to give up my career”: 
maybe you said, “Oh, but I plan- 
ned to be a lawyer.” There might 
have been other things to make 


you hesitate, but deep down in 
your soul there was a hunger, 
there was a _ sense of destiny; 


something within you said, “This 
is my place; I will never be hap- 
py anywhere else. Woe is me!” 
Part of that in your heart was 
a longing that made you volun- 
teer. Wasn't it true? I do not 
think any preacher serves God 
acceptably in whose’ ministry 
there is not an element of divine 
volunteering and presenting your- 
self to God. 

Before I started out to preach, 
I remember that God had made 
my heart hungry. I said one 
night, after I had won an old 
drunken bum to Christ in Pacific 
Garden Mission in Chicago: “Lord, 
I would rather do this! This is 
better than teaching. Lord, I 
I would rather do this!” 

Then the Lord seemed to say,, 
“Well, why don’t you get at it?” 

I said, “All right, Lord; if you 


a 


will save sinners, I will.” 

I went back to Texas, There 
one preacher said to me, “Why, 
John, if that is all you have, you 
are not called to preach. Is that 
all you have? When I was called 
to preach, the Lord whipped me 
and I saw I had to preach. You 
don’t have any call to preach.” 

I said, “I don’t care whether I 
have a call to preach or not, just 
so the Lord does not stop me. 
Just as ‘long as the Lord helps 
me to win souls, I do not care 
what you call it; that is enough.” 

And that is enough, isn’t it? 
That is the thing, isn’t it? So 
I say this: God wants volunteers, 


Isaiah one day heard the voice 
of the Lord, Read the story in 
Isaiah six. First the angels Said: 
“Holy, holy, holy is the Lord God 
of Hosts, the whole earth is full 
of his glory.” And the posts of 
the door moved ac tne voice of 
him that cried, and the house was 
filled with smoke. And. Isaiah 
said, “Woe is me! for Il am un- 
done; because Il am a man of un- 
clean lips, and I dwell in the 
midst of a people of unclean lips:”’ 
You know, cleansing comes before 


service. That is one reason this 
water of life ought to come 
through holy lps. Then when 


Isaiah had said that, one of the 
seraphim took a coal of fire with 
the tongs from off the altar. “And 
he laid it upon my.»mouth, and 
said, Lo, this hath touched thy 
lips; and thine iniquity is taken 
away ,and thy sin purged,” 

Then he heard another voice. 
Nobody ever did hear the first 
voice, nobody ever did have the 
cleansing that really came from 
God without hearing the other 
voice. I have no patience with 
the people who talk about a deep- 
er life, without the power of God 
for soul-winning. All this busi- 
ness of a deeper life, whether you 
call it the baptism in the Spirit, 
or cal] it sanctification or eall it 
consecration—I have no patience 
with that unless it makes you go 
and win souls for Jesus, 


“I heard the voice of the Lord, 
Saying, Whom shall I send, and 
who will go for us?” The Lord 
did not say, “Come on! You have 
got to go.” No, He: didn't say 
that. What God said was: “I 
want somebody to go, but if they 
do not love Me enough to want to

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go, if they do not feel their obli- 
gation, 1 will not make them go. 
I want somebody who will go.” 
And old Isaiah said, “Here am I; 
send me.” 


When I was a boy and in the 
second grade, I fell in love the 
first time. It was with the 
teacher, Miss Mabel Blossom, Oh, 
I sure fell in love with her! One 
day she said, “I have to stay on 
the schoolground to supervise the 
play. Is there any boy here who 
would like to go to my house, 
down in the second biock, and 
bring my lunch?” 

I snapped my finger and said, 
“Let me go! Iwill go! Let me 
go!” 

So she said, “AU right, John.” 
And ‘Miss Mabel let me go after 
her lunch. What a privilege! I 
remember I would go down to 
the second block and then around 
to the side door and climb those 
long steps and Miss Mabel’s sis- 
ter would give me her tray, and 
I would carry it back. My, I 
just gloried in the thought of it! 
Oh, the nice smiles that came 
from it! As a courtier might 
present a present to a princess, I 


brought Miss Mabel’s — lunch. 
What a privilege! I remember 
one icy, wintry day, the back 


steps were covered with sleet, I 
went to get the tray again, and 
I remember as I walked down the 
steps with that big tray of food 
in front of me (perhaps the tray 
wasn’t so big, but I was only a 
kid in the second grade, you 
know) my. feet slipped out from 
under me and down I went, down 
the long steps. I spilled the food 
over me and up and down the 
steps, and broke a glass dish. Oh, 
I was disconsolate! And Miss 
Mabel’s sister laughed. ‘That is 
all right. I will fix another if you 
will wait a little bit.” She got things 
ready again, and I took the tray. 
I thought, ““What will I tell Miss 
Mabel!” When I got there, Miss 
Mabel said, “John. you are a lit- 
tle late. What was the matter?’ 
I had to tell her. I told Miss 
Mabel that I broke a glass, too, 
and spilled the milk, and spilled 
the slaw up and down the steps. 
My, I felt so bad about it! Il 
thought, “I just know she will 
send another boy tomorrow. I 
just know she will think I was 
careless, and she will send another 
boy. She didn’t know how icy 
those steps were.’ 

I tell you, I was in real trouble 
until the next day at noon when 
Miss Mabel said, “John, did you 
want to go after my lunch to- 
day?” 

“Yes! Let me go! I'li go!” 

And did you know, that is the 


way I got to preach, too. I said, 
“Lord, let me go! Let me go, 
Lord! I would rather do that.” 


This is a holy calling. 

Did you notice that the Bible 
commends one who wants to be a 
preacher, Brother Hayes? “If a 
man desires the office of a bishop, 
he desireth a good work” (1 Tim. 
3:1). You ought to want it. I 
used to feel that one ought to sit 
back and wait until someone 
comes and begs him to preach 
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and one has to do it, then reluct- 
antly and finally consents. No, 
you ought not. You ought to say, 
“I Rave got te preach! I am dy- 
ing to preach! I sure hope I get 


a chance. I hope the door opens 
somewhere.” 
In Bible times, Paul and the 


others just went in and preached 
anywhere they got a chance. Ili 
they did not have a good chance, 
they rather suggested it, you 
know. So God wants volunteers. 

I want you to notice, then, that 
God wants you. There is such a 
lack, The Scripture says, ‘The 
harvest truly is plenteous, but the 
laborers are few: pray ye there- 
fore the Lord of the harvest, that 
he would send forth labourers into 
his harvest’ (Luke 10:2). And 
that send means to shove them 
out; it means an inner urge, an 
inner compulsion, a certain holy 
compassion of heart. 

Let us pray for’ that in the 
heart of everyone here this morn- 
ing, we who love the Lord. If 
you are born again, your body is 
not your own. So, then, let us 
have volunteers. Let us have vol- 
unteers who will say, “I give my- 
self up to Jesus to use me. If He 
wants me, He can have me. Here 
Il am, Lord-——-my hands and feet.” 
Take my moments and my days; 
take my hands and feet and let 
them move; take my voice and let 
me sing, always for my King; 
take my silver and my gold, not a 


mite would I withhold. That is it 
volunteers you see. Offer them 
to God: give them to God; pre- 
Sext yourself a living sacrifice to 
God, God wants volunteers. 


You know, there is a great man- 


power’ shortage. Why ? Not 
enough volunteers. “God ought 
to have a draft,” you say. No, 
God wants the heart in it. And 


your heart has to volunteer before 
God can use you. 

Is there anybody else here this 
morning who would like to be 4 
preacher? Well, there is a cost 
more than you can know. ‘There are 
burdens of which you can never 
dream. There are persecutions, 
there are toils and tears, there are 
trials and testings more than you 
know, But God wants workers 
still. I wish this morning God 
would lay His hand on some good 
young men in this church and 
would say to them, “Come on. | 
can use you, but you will have 
to volunteer; you will have to of- 
fer yourself; you will have to put 
your body on the altar; you will 
have to present yourself a living 
sacrifice; you will have to give 
yourself to a holy, separated kind

of a life.” So God says, “I want 
volunteers.” Are you ready to do 
it today? Preachers? Yes. Gos- 
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pel singers? Yes. Missionaries? 
Yes. Why don’t you say, “Lord, 
if you can use me, you can have 
me.’ That is what God wants. 
God Wants Your Bodies 
Last of ail, 1 say this morning, 
70d wants your bodies. You 
know we say, “Give Jesus your 
heart.” I think that is all right; 
yod wants your heart, but what 
He puts the emphasis on is your 


body-——‘“‘present your bodies a liv- 
ing sacrifice.” Your body! We 
say, “I give my heart to Jesus, 


but in the body I will go on smok- 
ing cigarettes. With my mouth 
I will go on smoking cigarettes; 
with my eyes I will go on seeing 
dirty pictures; with my hands I 
will go on making my own money; 
with my feet I will run after my 
own pleasure. My heart belongs 
to God, but my feet, hands, eyes, 
and the rest of my body belongs 
to me.” No, they do not! The 
truth of the matter is, when you 
say you let Jesus come into your 
heart, what you actually mean is 
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you let the Spirit of God who is 
Christ's own representative, come 
in and take charge of your body. 


First Corinthians 6:19, 20 says: 
“What? know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost which is in you, which ye 
have of God, and ye are not your 
own? For ye are bought with a 
price: therefore glorify God in 
your body, and in your spirit, 
which are God's.” That is the 
reason what you drink and what 
you eat are so important. That 
is the reason why where you put 
your hands is so imporatnt. That 
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is the reason what you look on is 
so important. Your body is the 
temple of the Holy Ghost. That 
is the reason it is important not 
to be intemperate with this body. 
That is one reascn you should 
take regular baths and keep your 
body clean. That is the reason 
you ought to watch about your 
habits,, and watch about your 
diet, and watch about all the 
other matters of health because 
this body isn’t yours. This is the 


house, the temple of the Holy 
Spirit. You know thet we some- 
times call a church auditorium 


the sanctuary, but it is not, The 
sanctuary is your own body. Some- 
body does not like it that we 
preach in a warehouse, If this 
sanctuary (pointing to his body) ; 
if God is in 
whether we worship in a 
house, theatre building, ball field, 
under trees, brush  arbors—it 
makes no difference. I am glad 
to give God a good building, but 
the real house of God is your 
body. God wants your body. Your 
body belongs to Him. Glorify 
Him in your body. 

Do you want to give God your 
body today? “Have you anything 
a couple of hands can do, Lord? 
Use my hands. Have You any- 
thing a voice can do, Lord? 1] 
will sing for You. Have You got 
any thing feet can do, Lord? 1 
will gladly run errands for You. 
Have you got anything a brain 
can do? I will gladly think and 
plan and scheme to get out the 
gospel.” Your body! Present 
your body a living sacrifice. 

O Brother Bill, I want this to be 
pictured in a new way for you 
today, as I want it for myself. 
Your body now belongs to Jesus. 
What you say, what you ‘ee, 
where you go, what you think, 
how you entertain yourself, what 
you eat, what you drink—al] that 
is to be considered only in relation 
to this—your body is the temple 
of the Holy Ghost. Do you want 
Him to have His own? Will you 
give it to Him? It was bought 
and paid for. Can He have it? 
He has a right to it. Present your 
body a living sacrifice. Don't 
you see you need that? God 
wants bodies. 

What do you mean—bodies? 
Present your bodies a living sac- 
rifice. What do you mean, a 
sacrifice? That means on the 
altar. But you say, “A _ Ihliving 
sacrifice.”” Paul said, “I die 
daily.” Paul said, “I die every-

day.”” What do you mean, Paul? 
Everyday when Paul got up, I 
imagine he said, “Lord, one of 


these days I am going to come 
to Heaven. I wonder if I will get 
my head cut orf today? I wonder 


if somebody will hit me in the 
head with a rock today, Lord? 
Will somebody kill me _ today, 


Lord? I am going to preach the 
gospel. I am ready to die. I die 
daily because I belong to Jesus. 
And I count myself already dead. 
The sooner it comes, the quicker 
it will satisfy me.’”’ Paul said, ‘To 
depart and to be with Christ is far 
better. I have already given my- 
self up to die.” What can the 
Devil do to a fellow who is al- 
ready counting himself dead? 
And so, then, present your bodies 
@ living sacrifice. 

Wouldn’t you like to say today, 
“I would like to be the Lord’s. If 
He wants me to live, I want to 
live. If He wants me to die, l 
want to die”? 

I once thought that if God want- 
ed any of= my children to go to 
the mission field, that will be all 
right. I might shed some tears. 
I guess I would have to weep over 
it, but I would be reconciled to 
it. I would be willing to let God 
have His way. But the more I 
thought of it, I thought, That is 
a pretty pass! After all the Lord 
has done for me—and me talking 
about weeping over God having 
one of my children, and I would 
be reconciled to it. I said, “I 
won’t; that is not the point. I 
will not simply be reconciled to it. 
I will help raisc the money to 
send them. And God can have 
them. Praise the Lord! That is 
an honor and not something to 
weep about or be reconciled to, 


then | 


but something to be glad about. 
If God, in His mercy, could see 
fit to have them work with me 
in this country, I would be so 
glad. The work I do is as im- 
portant as any. But if God wants 
them anywhere else, He can have 
them. Praise the Lord! I won't 
weep about it. If I weep it will 
not be against the will of God. 
If I weep, it may be because I 
am lonely. If I weep, it may be 
in gladness and joy, but it will not 
be in sorrow. It will not be in 
rebellion. It will not be in a 
sense that I am not willing for 
God to have His way. 

Here is what I want.you to 
see; every Christian ought to Say, 


“Live or die, Il give myself to 
Jesus.” Your body is a living 
sacrifice, holy—holy bodies? Yes. 


You say, “I do not believe in holi- 


| ness.” Oh, you don’t? I do. 
You say, “I did not think Bap- 
tists believed in holiness.” Oh, 


yes they do. The trouble is that

done what they ought to have 
done about a holy life and the 
power of the Holy Ghost.

The reason 
they get such a start and people 
flock to them is because of a 
hunger of heart, I do not believe 
that we have the sin nature eradi- 
cated. I do not believe that we 
are sinless and perfect. But I 
do believe that every Christian in 
the world ought, to say, “I am 
going to lay myself on the altar 
afresh everyday so I will be set 
apart, I will be dedicated, I will 
be, in a certain sense, sanctified,

any 


holy, set apart for God. And 
if sin comes in—as it will—we 
should confess it, hate it, lament 


it, and ask God to help us root 
out that particular sin and con- 
fess our sins daily, but a Chris- 
tian ought to be set apart for God. 
That is what holy means. A Chris- 
tian ought to say, “My body be- 
longs to the Lord. If He wants 
to kill it, let Him kill it. If He 
wants to make it sick, let Him 
make it sick. If He wants to 
anoint it for soul-winning so I 
will have power, let Him do it. 
My body belongs to God.” That 
is what every Christian should 
say.

The next word is ,that is a reas- 
onable service. Am I asking any- 
thing hard? No. Were any of 
you fellows in the army? In the 
navy? In the marines? In the 
air force in the last world war? 
How many of you were? All 
right. This fellow here, as a mat- 
ter of illustration—how many 
months were you gone? 

“About a year,” responds a 
young ex-soldier. 

All right. Some people would 
think that a terrible hardship. 
Brother Bill Mann will sometimes 
be gone as long as a month at a 
time. You were gone for a year. 

Brother, (to another young 
man) how long were you in serv- 
ice ? 

“Four years.” 

All right. Don’t you think that 
if you could do that much for 
your country, if God wanted you, 
you could go to the foreign field, 
you could say good-by to loved 
ones or wife or others? If you 
could do it for your country, then 
if God wants you, it is not too 
much to ask. He died to keep 
you out of Hell, didn’t He? You 
belong to Him. Do you see what 
I am talking about? We_do that 
for others. I went into service in 
the first world war. I postponed 
my marriage. I gave up my edu- 
cational career for a time, and 
those were long, long months 
down yonder drilling in the heat, 
and saying good-by to everybody 
I loved. If we can do that for 
our country, don’t you think it is 
a very reasonable thing to do it 
for the Lord? 

Somebody said to my wife, “I 
am so sorry for anybody who is 
married to a preacher.” 

I said, “Shut up talking to my 


wife that way! She could have 
married a traveling salesman had 
she wanted to. A lot of people 
do. And they stay away from 


home.” Why shouldn't a preacher 
sometimes say good-by to his 
family. If_a traveling salesman 


can do it to make money, can’t we 
do it to keep souls out of Hell?” 
This foolish idea of it being hard 
to serve the Lord! It is the most 
reasonable thing in the’ world. 
This is one thing you sure get 
paid for. So I am saying if that 
man could be gone about four 
years, and this one about a year, 
and other people for longer 
periods of time, why could not 
we say, “All right, Lord, you can 


have me,” Some fellows came 
back with crutches. Some fellows 
came back with plastic arms. 


Some came back with one glass 
eye. Some people in hospitals 
will never be whole men again. Let 
me say this: I believe for country 


and home, it is worth it. Well, 
isn’t it worth it for God? If my 
daughter goes to Tibet, and if 


my daughter does not get back, 
isn’t it worth it for Jesus? Why, 
She will have a longer time in 
glory and in Heaven, and I will 
see her again. What I want you 
to see is that that is a reasonable 
thing, not unreasonable; it is not 
too hard. It is no more than any- 
body should be willing to do who 
loves God. Jesus died for-me. I 
should live or die for Him, what- 
ever He wants. Isn’t that reason- 
able? If it costs you everything, 
Brother Bill Mann; if it costs me 
everything, that is well enough.. 
If 1 never saw my family again-

Now this takes a transforming. 
“But be ye transformed by the 
renewing of your mind.” Brother 
Bill, this is beyond any human 
wisdom, beyond any human capac- 
ity; this is more than a human 
brain will know what to do about; 
this is more than human person- 
ality can put over; this is more 
than all your planning and schem- 
ing could prepare you for. This 
means that you need to be trans- 
formed by the renewing of your 
mind, by God coming in and mak- 
ing you where you want to preach, 
where you want to win souls; 
make you feel this is reasonable 
and right, and give you the feel 
of people’s heart, give you tears, 
give you the key to _ people’s 
hearts, give you fluency of speech. 
God can take a man who stutters 
and make out of him.a preacher. 
God can.take a man who stam- 
mers and make a great, good man 
and a good preacher. There is a 
divine enabling, there is a trans- 
forming of the heart and mind 
and life and ability which God 
can give. 

When I started out to preach, 
if there ever was anybody who 
could not do it, I thought I was 
that one. I went into an oratori- 
cal contest. I got fourth place 
in it, which was pretty good 
(there were only four men in the 
contest!) If there had been twen- 
ty, I guess I would have gotten 
twentieth place. I did not know 
what to do with my hands, nor 
my feet, and my voice was pitched 
up high. I was embarrassed. I look- 
ed at other men. They had dra- 
matic instinct, they had person- 
ality and magnetism. In God’s 
mercy, He has given me a certain 
boldness. He has helped me to 
have a certain fluency of speech 
by yéars of practise and thought. 
After awhile, God can burn out 
some of the fear if you are really 
on the altar. If you are satur- 
ated with the message, it will get 


to where it will break through 
stuttering lips and other hin- 
drances.

shave..read about a man in the 
early Church by the name of Paul 
who was really a pretty good 
scholar. This man could have 
matched wits with any scholar of 
his day. He became a Christian 
and was not won to Jesus Christ 
by scholarship. The Lord spoke to 
him on the Damascus road. After 
Paul Was saved he did not go out 
to match wits with the pagan 
world. He went everywhere tell- 
ing men that God loved them and 
that Jesus died for them. If any 


a 


man in the history of the Chris- 
tian church was ever in position 
to use his scholarship to break 
down pagan resistance it was the 
apostle Paul, yet instead of match- 
ing wits with the pagan leaders 
of his day, he preached the Gos- 
pel to them. He taught that the 
Gospel is the power of God unto 
Salvation. He made it clear that 
it pleased God by the foolishness 
of preaching to save people. Paul 
held his own against pagan Rome 
by preaching the Gospel. It was 
the Gospel he preached that shook 
the foundations of the Roman Em- 
pire and turned the current of 
history in the pagan world. 


We have come to bad days in 
orthodox circles when some men 
exalt the training of the intellect 
and scholastic research as the hope 
of our day. Paul makes it plain 
that God uses the weak things 
of the world to confound the 
mighty. He uses things that are 
despised, Scholarship is not des- 


pised. Scholarship “is almost wor- 


shipped in our day. 

Do not misunderstand me. We 
believe in education. In our Uni- 
versity we offer ten foreign lang- 
uages. I dare say more young men 
are taking Greek and Hebrew in 
our institution than in any insti- 
tution of the same size on the 
American continent. We believe 
in scientific laboratories and in 
scholastic research. But I am an 
evangelist and have been since I 
was a boy. I have seen skeptics, 
atheists, infidels, agnostics, and 
highbrowed, modernistic educa- 
tors converted in rather large 
numbers but I have never seen 


any of them converted under the 
ministry of a “wit-matching” 
preacher. The most intellectual 


and scholarly people who have ev- 
er been converted under my min- 
istry came to Jesus Christ be- 
cause the Holy Ghost used the 
simple Gospel story. 


“We need ‘orthodox, Christian 


colleges. We need to teach practi- 


cal Christian philosophy. Preach- 
ers should know Greek and He- 
brew so they can better know the 
Word of God. But many of our 
Orthodox leaders had better get 
on their knees and ask God to de- 
liver them from the feeling in the 
hearts of some of them that the 
hope of our age is in being able 
to stand up intellectually against 
the pagan world. I would not be 
surprised if God “gets a joke off” 
on some of these orthodox intellec- 
tual highbrows by picking up some 
man like Dwight L. Moody and 
sending him into the universities 
and colleges and through such a 
man bring us a great revival. 
The wit-matching crowd are on 
the wrong track. The proclama- 
tion of the Gospel with an evan- 
gelistic emphasis is the need of 
this day just as much as it has 
been the need in the past.

ready there. We found the Amert- 
ean Indian on these shores. He had 
no Bible. He had never heard ol 
Jesus Christ. No gospel preache 
had been his way. And yet there 
was not found in all the Americas 
a tribe of Indians who did not be- 
lieve in life beyong death. The 
boys who came back from the 
islands of the Pacific, where once 
the head-hunters and cannibals 
lived, related that among the 
sometimes naked savages that still 
live in those dense jungles there 
ig one universal belief—that after 
death there is life again. Recorded 
in their savage breasts is this 
indelible proclamation that all men 
are immortal. It is conscious truth. 
It is truth that is born with us. 

A few years ago my wife and I 
stopped at a government preserve 
in Arizona where scientific men 
were engaged in unearthing a 
prehistoric city. We spent several 
hours there, listening to a learned 
archaeologist who was in_ the 
government’s employ. He pointed 
out the proofs that the people who 
had built this unique city had 
lived before the time of Jesus 
Christ. Within glass cases there 
were on display the mummies of 
their dead. I noticed also beans 
and corn, Of a very inferior var- 
iety, sealed in jars. I asked con- 
cerning them and was informed 
that they had been dug up at the 
time these mummies had been 
unearthed. They had been found 
hermetically sealed and perfectly 
preserved. Sometimes the corn and 
beans had been found gripped in 
the skeleton hands of the mum- 
mies. This’ archaeologist was not 
a minister, not even a churchman; 
but when I asked for an explana- 


tion, he did not hesitate. He said: 
“These people believed in im- 
mortality, and when they buried 


their dead, they placed with them 
food for their journey into the 
great beyond,” 


Herein is a great universal fact. | 
All men, everywhere, of every) 
age, have believed and do believe 
in life beyond death. That is why 
I say that I want the truth. And 
if it is true that I shall live for- 
ever, then surely 1 want to know 
something of the place and con- 
ditions under which I am 
If I am to live for ten years in 
some place. I .become inquisitive 
immediately as to that place. Ard 
eertainly if I am to live forever 
in some place, I want to know 
about it. 

Eternal Retribution Sure 

Our trouble is that, when we 
arrive at a great truth like this, 
we immediately want to bring it 
down to our little levels. That is 
why we seek to divert the atten- 
tion of the people from the fact 
to a discussion of “fire and brim- 
stone,’ or some other circumstance 
that may or may not have to do 
with that fact. People wiil not 
stay with the fact of eternal 
retribution long enough actually 
to face it. They leap at once to a 
discussion of what some _ old 
preacher with long white whiskers 
said in their childhood about the 
abode of the lost soul. The 
ridiculous thing about this effort 
at evasion is that the old preacher 
never said it at all. 

The preachers of the past did 
preach the truth as they saw con- 
cerning this fact of the Word of 
God and of human consciousness. 
Whether they made Hell a literal 
place of physical punishment, or 
whether they dug the pit deeper 
and made its agonies more terrible 
by proclaiming Hell a land of 
spiritual banishment from God and 
good and truth and love and life, 
matters little. They were bold 
enough and honest enough to pro- 
claim the fact of Hell, and in that 
they will not have to answer in 
the great judgment as will some 
of their successors who have 
softened the truth, if they have 
not entirely shunned it. 

The other day I picked up a 
little anonymous poem, Here it is: 
Forever round the mercy seat 
The guiding lights of love

But what if, habit bound, thy

No man with laboratory, with test 
tube, with library, with textbook, 
with boasted research, can find 
out God. I do not even venture into 
His great unknown. The mists are 
in my eyes. This day of life is too 
full of fog and storm cloud. The 
is too I cannot see 
far enough to dare a statement of 
God's inifinite plans. 

But this I boldly proclaim: 
God's universe is law-abiding. God 
is a God of law. God's throne of 
judgment is everlasting. God will 
got permit rebellion. No world or 
sun dare defy the edicts of the 
Creator. And not only is this true, 
but: “The soul that sinneth, it shall 
die’: “The wages of sin is death”; 
“Whatsoever a man soweth. that 
shall he also reap’; “The wicked 
shall be cast into hell.”” And on and 
on, the fact of law in God's 
eternal presence stands up and 
looms large. I know that the 
breaking of the law of God drove 
man from the Garden, baptized 
the earth with the horror of the 
flood, turned Israel back from 
Canaan, and drenched the world in 
the blood of millions twice within 
my own short lifetime. Foolish 
indeed is the man who cannot 
understand this. 


But here, of course, is where the 
great lovers come in. They wave 
it all aside, dismiss it every whit, 
sweep it entirely from the possible 
with a sweet wave of their hands, 
and tell us that “God is love” and 
that ‘“‘Gog so loved the world” that 
He would not have any man perish. 
Surely a loving God could not be 
so harsh and terrible as to banish 
any creature whom He had made 
into a land of eternal suffering! 
The thought is monstrous! Such 
is their preachment.

Thus the mightiest heresy of 
this generation is born. The lifting 
of the love of God out of its set- 
ting, out of its proper relation- 
ship to the justice of God, the 
wrath of God the vengeance of 
God, constitutes the deadliest de- 
flection from God in His entirety 
that man has been capable of in 
any time. We make God soft, 
maudlin, sloppy. We drag from His 
throne of sovereignty the God of 
the ages and make Him suit our 
whims and adjust Himself to our 
viciousness. We are guilty of 
pillage, murder, rapine, and every 
conceivable vileness and charge 
them up to the bigheartedneéss of 
God. God becomes a kind of eternal

Such is 
the ultimatum of that liberalism 
that in its broad-mindedness, born 
of the damned, has made the love 
of God to cover like a blanket all 
the filth and vileness of the human 
heart—and this without any de-

broken word of contrition, 

When you say that God's love 
will not permit of Hell, you are 
joining that motiey multitude who 
would tear away the walis of 
every penal institution in the 
world and turn loose upon society 
every maniac killer and rapist: be- 
cause we must love our fellow 
man and espouse a_ universal 
brotherhood. The love of God is 
the most blessed truth of the ages, 
but thus we make it, by our dis- 
tortion and perversion, an ally of 
rebellion against the law of God 
and a conspirator in the attempt 
to tear down the very plan and 
purpose of God within His universe. 

Penalty is not cruel, Penalty is 
just. The sooner we realize that 
love is made possible by justice and 
that without a just God there can 
be no God of love, the sooner will 
we see clearly at this point. The 
love of God cannot overthrow the 
justice of God. God sits on a throne 
of judgment first. His love follows. 
That's why Jesus Christ must 
needs die on Calvary. Justice had 
already spoken. "Twas then that 
“God so loved the world, that he 
sent his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life.”” The trail of smoke above 
the altars of Israel simply meant 
that the judgment seat had spok- 
en and the penaicy had been pro- 
nounced.

I was much impressed by the sane 
and justifiable logic with which 
this youngster showed how Christ 
was attempting to tell the people 
of the very nature of Hell itself. 

Hell is eternity’s garbage pile. 
It is eternity’s dumping ground. 
Hell is the depository of all that 
element in humanity that will not 
voluntarily come within the do- 
minion of divine law’ through 
grace, made possible by the sacri- 
ficial act of Jesus Christ. In other 
words, Hell is the penal institu- 
tion where those who would de- 
bauch and pollute Heaven will be 
eternally incarcerated.

Are we surrendering our 
broken lives to Him as she did? 
Are we asking Him to use us as 
He used her? 


In 19351 a homing pigeon was 
released in France. The home 
loft of that pigeon was in Indo- 
China, -7,200 miles away. The 
bird flew three hundred miles per 
day and in twenty-four days 
reached Indo-China. If a little 
bird like that, with the limited 
power which God has given ib, 
can do a thing like that, how 
much more should you and I: do 
with the great powers which God 
has given us! Yes, we have the 
talents and the power -to bring 
men to His feet if we will only 
let Him have His way with us.
